*F you have not quite forgot- 
si ten your old Friend, let me 
know it. In the laft age we 
maintained a conftant corie- 
fpondence; of which! beg I 
may not be deprived, tho’ 
my privileges in other re- 
ipeéts are now much increa- 
fed. Time was, I contined 
my felf to one poor Iiland, 
and was content with the 
freedom of the city of London: but now I am become 
a denizon of the whole globe, aod have the choice ot 
forty kingdoms to live in. Aod tho’ the nove.ty and 
variety with which I daily meet in my travels, afford 
me a continual civerfon; yet I cannot forget the pains 
and the picaiure we have often taken rogecher, in con- 
fulting the peace and happinefs of mankind, by buudiing 
up whole heaps of the Woks of the Learned, ani 
throwing them into your Gatk repolitory of humaue 
literature. 

The Spirit of the brain, difliled by the he.t of the 
imagination, like forme chemical Preparations, wh:n ex- 
poted to the air, is apt to {moke, to take fire, to crack, 
and bounce, to the no {mali diftu-bance of the ne'gh 
bourhood. Nay the very inlipid phlegm, and even the 
caput mortaum of the brain, after this chemical opera- 
tion, being mixed with ink, and fpred upon paper, have 
the fame combuttible, noily qualities, with the fpirits 
themfelves. But, to thy immortal honour be it fpoken, 
it is in thy power to fupprefs this noife, to extingu fh 
this flame, aud to difpel this fimoak, fo as they thall give 
no more offence to tae eyes, ears, and noies of Chyiftian 
people. } 

How often have I been an eye-witnefs of thy parti- 
cular regard to my te.f, and other Authors of the tame 
clafs, ia piling up our Works above twe reach of the 
talleft and molt pigantic Critic! Long, learned, and ta- 
borious Commentaries upon the Scriptures usually torm- 
ed the balis of the ftructure: uvon which were raifed a 
great number cf Sermons and thevlogical Difcou.fes, Con- 
troveriies in Divinity, and Politics, fupported on beth 
fides by the fame texts d.fferentiy wnterpreted, detended 
by fcholaftic diftinétions, an! confirmed by authorities of 
great weight, lay very heavy upon the Expolivors ot 
Scripture. Next to thefe were placed Coutroverties in 
Phytic, tending equally to the health of the body natu- 
ral, as the former do to that of the foul and of the 
body politic. Hittories of our own, and of tore gn na 
tions, giving a different, and fometimes a contrad Clory 
account, of the fame traniactions, and yet al! profefling 
the ftri€teft impurtiality and veracity, were laid all coge- 
ther in the nexc rank, Upon thete were ipred Phuto- 
fophical pieces, with a (ubftratum of Mathernsticai De- 
monftrations, made cafy in an uninteliigib'e mauner to 
the meaneft capacity. Ph:lofophy was pieffed down ve 
ry clofe by Philological Book , and Patophets, Novels, 
Plays, Poems, &c. But fuperiur to ail app-ared D.ily and 
Weekly Pofts, and Journal:, &c. which being wr.tten in 
hatte, and containing light tivial matrers, upen a thin, 
weak paper, requised, aud reccived from you the greateit 
inftances of tenderneis and care. 

In this dijpotition of the miaterials which compof-d 
this ftru€ture of erudition, all the world muft acknow- 
ledge your great intelicétual and moral qualifications. No- 
thing could bettr man:feft your skill in this kind of ar- 
chite@ture, and your gard to fLuad doétrine, contained 
in the voluminous Works of choi€ learned and painful 
Divises, Mr. Dootirtie, Mr. Henry, &c. thaa to make 
them the foundation ot the whole ‘earned edifice. 

Your great love of pe.ce and union is conspicuous in 
your continual enceavours to reconcile the moft bitter 
adverfaries; whom, tho’ at never fo great a diftance, 
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you bring near one another, and obiige them even co lie 
clofe together, without the leat diflurbance. Thus: you 
happily put am end to the alrercations among the Non- 
Jurers, about the neceflity of mixing wine and water 
in the Eucharift, &c. and to thofe among fome Bifhops 
and Deans, about the nature of Chrifts kingdom, &c. 
When polemical Writers ia the heat of the argument 
make digreffions to things altogether foreign to the frit 
fubje& ot the controverfy, (which is generally done,) 
and the world begins to be tured with reading and buy- 
ing, (which after a while it always is;) you then flep 
in to the atliftance of the Pook fellers on both fides of 
the queftion, and by purchafing the whole remainder ot 
the impreflion, puc an end to the whole difpute. Thus 
you evidently prove your felf that in reality, which the 
old Gentleman at Rome only pretends to be, The fu 
preme, infallible Judge of controverfy, to whofe final 
decifion all perfons are obliged to fubmir. 

But your authority and power extend much farther 
than he even pretends to carry his: for you determine 
controveriies in Phytic, and other Arts and Sciences, a 
infaliibly, as thofe in Divinity. And therefore it is hoped, 
that you will {pcedily interpofe, and reconcile Dr. Tur 
wer, and Dr. Buonper ; who have poured ou: fucha pio- 
fufion of Leaining and Logic, concerning the marking of 
children, that itis feared, they will foon intirely exhauft, 
not only the argument, but themfelves. When you ad. 
mit thiie Geatemens compofitions into your Litera- 
tory, it may not be amifs to place the reverend and 
learned Dr. Mitcue.’s Differtation congcrning Soorerkivs, 
as a proper Moderator between them. 

Your pile of Hitlory, I hope, will foon be confider- 
ably railed by the addition of feveral Sreree and Critical 
Hiftories lately publifhed, which are written with equal 
elegancy and veracity. 

I have often been concerned at the ill fuccefs of my 
worthy friend the CanTanriGian PHILosoPHeR 5 who hap- 
pening to jar the firing in the harmony of human under- 
ftanding, among t! oft, who were below his own height ; they, 
inficad of {wbfcribing to his doftrine, were fur tying him 
fafl, and fending hm to Rediam. Had he dextrowjly 
[crewed up this itring to its right key among thofe of the 
fame pitch, ani ftricken gently upon it, they dy @ fcret 
neceffary {jmpathy, wou'd have thicken exedly at the 
fame time, and the Greenian Philofophy had then been 
as much admired and applauded as ever the Carte ian 
ws, But this had deprived you of an opportunity of 
fhewirg your generoti'y 'o a perfon undeiervedly te'les 
under the otlequy of the world, tor writing above their 
capacity, and of taking his tublime Works into your 
protection. 

Your conftant regard to the Belles Lettees, and to 
Poetry in particular, is very remarkable. The abortive 
offspring of the Mufes whom no, Parifh Clerks (‘ho’ 
generally great ‘overs of rhime) wou'd vouchfate to in- 
te.r, you have decently laid in your ownvault. O hers, 
who have been fet out by their parents, from their Gare 
rets in Grub-ftreet, to feek their fortune in the world, 
{o young that they could not {peak plain, nor even tell 
their own names, you have charitably taken into your 
houle. The deformed, the maimed, the Jame, the biind, 
and the crazy, thofe difmal objets which are continu: 
aly piying at Book-feliers Shops, tor alms, receive it 
certainly a lait from you. Nay, fo exrentive is your 
goodneis, that it reaches even to thoic who are manifeft 
cheats, and beg under falfe names; thole, who, like 
the ragged Leteer carriers of the Penny-poft, run about 
with Epifiles in their hands; the flurdy, fatsrtcal beg 
gars, who abufe all whoretuie them relief ; and the noi- 


ty Ba'lad-{ing rs, bred up in idlenefg and lewcnefs, who- 


are continually d:fturbing the peace of the neighbour- 
hood, and {preadirg fCandal about the Town; ali thefe, 
by the greateit inftance of chaity, both towards them, 
and the world, you take up and confine, in order to 
make them u’eful and fervicecble hereafter in fome pre- 
per way. Iefemuch that your Livcratory is a live y re- 
prefentation in miniature, of three famous Hofpitals, 
St. Bar:holumew’s, Bridewell, and Bed.am 

The poriical Gentry, | remember were always grum- 
biing at their being placed under the News Papers; and 
when mounted on their Poyafufes, were {ili veritying 
the proverb relating to their beggerly fraternity, by en- 
deavouring to ride over the heads of our V.ercurial Au 
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thors. but thefe mounted on their Pott horics, which 
were fleeter and lighter than the heavy Jades of the 
other, ftill kept the fupreme place which you had af. 
figned them. While the poor deprett Philefophical 
pieces, th,’ affifted by mathematical engines, groaned un- 
der the intolerable weight of leaden Poetry. 

There ufed likewife to be fome difputes about pre- 
cecence among the Vercurial Writers, even thofe of 
the fame political principles; who, after they had qu*r- 
relled in Coffee-houfes, and other paces, continued their 
contentions for fuperiosity even in this place of repole : 
but you foon ended thofe ambitious contefts, by tying 
up promifcucufly, and fo uniting, Watrcirans and& 
PULTNEANS, in one and the {ame cord. 

Thus my letter is infenfibly extended to a greater 
‘ength than I defigned: my thoughrs having been car- 
ried away by the pleafing images of things once fo grate- 
ful to me in my own country. And as | have, by the 
magic of fancy, been now prefent above this hour, with 
my old Friend, and affiling him in ranging in his Litee 
ratory the Works of the Learned: fo, ly the fame micans, 
in ipite of my enemies, I meet the whole Society of my 
Friends once a week at the Pegaius. Towhom I defire 
this Letter may be fhewn, as a teflim ny how much I 
have them and their affairs at heart, even under the 
greateft difcouragement, in a place where thev are at pre- 
fent, efpecially the Political Writers, the tiequent fub~ 
jet of ridicule 

I thal, with impatience, expect to hear of the receipt 
of this; and defire to be informed at the fame time, what 
Authors you have diicharged out of your Hofpitsl to ba 
employed in new occupations at home; whom you 
have fent to travel abroad, fince I \eft Fag'and; and who 
have fucceeded in their rcom. Thole who travel, I think, 
always move northward ; fo that [ muft not h: pe for the 
plealure of feeing any of them here, to give me an ace 
count of your welfare: which I fhall hope to receive very 
foon from your own hand, and thereby the greateft fa- 
tsfiétion imaginable to, Dear Jones,
